The facts of the
case are:—There was a mortgage given
fa 18061 for a certaln anm, which

was especially stipulated as payable fn gold
and silver coin. This fact appeared on the
face of the mortgage iteell. In 1565 the

mortgagee tendered In  greenbacks the
sum on the face of the mortgage,
which tender was declined, and suil

brought for payment in gold aud eilver coin.
The court below decided in favor of tha legality
of the tender of greenbacks. The Court of
Errors and Appeals of New York, to which the
oase was oarried, also #o decided. DBat the
Bupreme Court of the United States utterly
disoarded the decizlon of these tribunals, and
with but one dissentivg voice declared that
payment could be enforced in coin, and that
was the only way that the dsbt conld be dis.
oharged. This was done on the gronnd that
the intention of the contracting parties must
oontrol & court in its interpretation of a con-
traot; that at the time of the signing of the |
deed there was & recognized dlfference between
notea and ooin; that both wers in common
ciromlation; and that coin was especially men-
tioned and intended to be paid.

By this declsion all previons adjndieations of |
ths oourts of Pennsylvania are reversed. We
have had in our midat precisely similar state-
ments and direotly opposite verdiots. In the
oasa of Shoenberger va. Watts, in the Distriot |
Conrt of our city, the identity is complsts, |
All, however, will fall with this reversal of the |
higheat tribunal. Itwill have a deoided prac-
tical and pecnnisry effest on a number of our |
citisena. Of the decision itself we canuol ses |
any meed to sy much. With the Judges of |
that Court rests the decision, and they have |
sottled it beyond appeal. We are glad, how-
aver, that the deoision was delayed until after
the olose of the war, when its eflect will not
be in the least political. Care should be taken
not to oonfound the jundgment in Bronson
with that now peanding in relation to the
logality of the Legal-tender acts themselves.

Coming just now, and leaning so
strongly as it does, we cannot fail to see in it
a hint of decided significance a8 te the settle-
ment of the yet more important question
whioch ig atill in abeyance. We had not an-
tivipated a leaning s0 much in that direction
by the Court; for, if the present case ia viewed
in the light of the feeling of the Judges, it cer-
tainly foreshadows the settlement of the legal-

Negntively Recommended,
Tur Committee on Federal Ralations of the
House of Representatives at Harrisburg has
reported, with a negative recommendation,
the proposed amendment to the Constitution
of the Btate whioch provides ‘‘that no bill
conferring any corporate power on private in-
dividuals shall be passed by the Legislature,
and that the courts ghall have power 10 confer
any such privilege.” There is in this amend-
ment the germ of all reform in the present
corrupt system of legislation. We had ooca-
gion to call publio attention yesterday to the
fact that the Governor of New York has de-
termined to veto billsa where the courts had
the power. We did not at that time know
that g0 practleal a form of reform had been
attempted. Bat it would seem that ita fate
is already settled, as with a negative reoom-
mendation its defeat is secured, It is
hardly possible for one to expect that the
